Market for Used Cars. 
It goes w ithout saying th at if 
many thousands of miles of good 
roads were provided for 
South 
America a m arket would he avail­ 
able not only for new vehicles but 
for used cars. 
The used car prob­ 
lem Is one th a t has been bother­ 
ing the motor Industry for some 
time. 
If, however, It were pos­ 
sible to get reasonable prices for 
used cars in South America, the 
trade-in price th a t could be paid 
by dealers to those who wish to 
buy new cars would be 
corre­ 
spondingly higher and the m ar­ 
ket for new 
cars 
within 
t'ji 
United Slates might be consider­ 
ably improved.

The South 
American 
govern­ 
ments have displayed an interest 
Im the plan but there are 
many 
difficulties. 
In some Instances 
the governments have mortgaged 
themselves In thalr loans of the 
psst to such an extent that any 
proceeds from a 
new 
taxation 
must go toward paying off exist­ 
ing loans. 
The gasoline tax, on 
the other hand, la one of the best 
means of raising revenue and it 
has been found that 
as 
motor 
travel increaaea the tax becomes 
less and less burdensome. 
Larger Countries Ready. 
There are governments which 
are not so entangled that all tax 
receipts constitute a first Hen on 
their revenues for sinking fund 
purposes. 
This is notably true 
of 
the 
larger 
countries 
because 
they 
were In a position to offer ample 
security w ithout tieing up all fu­ 
ture tax receipts. 
It is felt that 
there may be ways In other cases 
of solving the problem by having 
the borrowing done by munici­ 
palities and states under a form 
of supervision which will guaran­ 
tee the American investors that 
the loans will be well secured and

productive. 
Still In Early Stage. 


The plan has not progressed be­ 
yond the stage of discussion but 
with the growing Importance of 
the export m arket to the Ameri­ 
can motor industry It will be giv­ 
en serious consideration.

every paragraph,’’ and expressed 
the hope that 
President 
Hoover 
would have

enough to

At the same time Representa­ 
tive Byrns, Democrat.

Referring particularly to the pro­ 
posed tariffs on sugar, shingles and 
lumber, and glass, the Illinoisan 
declared the raises recommended 
on tnese items alone would increase 
the cost of living £460.000,000 a 
year. 
All of the rate changes, lf 
adopted, he said, would Increase 
living expenses between six and 
seven hundred million dollars. 
Declaring that "sugar had dragged 
its slimy and sticky trail across 
many of the past Republican ad­ 
ministrations.” Rainey alluded to 
the federal sugar investigations of 
1911 when Taft was president and 
Wickersham was attorney general, 
and charged they were responsible 
for the escape of “the sugar trust 
thieves.”

National guardsmen found 
the following note tied to a corn­ 
stalk near the ruins:

Slmerly ta Arrow*od's neighbor. 
Beth men had been wording at the 
sfF'erican ffllk mill, but Arrowood 
said he had made application to 
the union for membership. 
"I had not paid my dues, how­ 
ever,” he said. 
He did not return to work today, 
bvt said he would be on the Job 
Monday. 
Blast Wrecks Home. 
Destruction of the barn closely 
followed the explosion that wreck­ 
ed the mountain home of Mack 
Elliott, a union striker. 
The two 
incidents brought the strike s'tua- 
tton to the most acute stage since 
April 15, when the walkout oc­ 
curred. 
Maynard Snyder, a deputy sher­ 
iff charged with feloniously assault­ 
ing George Arrowood. a 17-year-old 
youth, waived preliminary hearing 
this afternoon and was held to the 
grand Jury under $500 bonds. 
Special officers, 
heavily 
armed, 
circulated among the strikers who 
milled about the court yard during 
the hearing. 
No Clues. 
A state Are marshal from Knox­ 
ville was here today, investigating 
the explosion at the Elliott home. 
Officers said no clues had been 
found. 
Pieces of the bottles which were 
believed to have contained the ex­ 
plosives were gathered for finger 
prints.

that persons suspected of the burn­ 
ing of AiTOWood’s barn were being 
watched. 
Company officials announced to­ 
day that 1105 workers were in the 
plants aud that 1357 former work 
ere were ready to return to work 
as soon as conditions permit.

ordinary exits by the Are escaped 
through windows. 
The most severely injured was 
a woman, 
Miss Birdie 
Rhodes, 
operator of the hotel. 
Trapped In 
her room on the third floor sh** 
leaped to the pavement below. 
Tho fire wa* discovered about 
3:30 a. rn., nnd nearly every ave 
nile of escape was cut off immedi­ 
ately by dense smoke and flames 
Tho only fire escape, a frail wood­ 
en and iron structure, was beyond 
tho reach of most of the victims. 
Guests who escaped said the fire 
ate its way through the 25 year 
old frame building as if it w ei^o f 
paper.

Pos graduate C ourses 
in Medicine Will Draw 
Physicians, Surgeons 


Ann Arbor. Mich., May l l (ZP)— 
Michigan physicians and surgeons, 
many of whom have practiced the 
art of healing a score of years or 
more, will return to the 
class 
room this month 
to take post­ 
graduate courses offered under the 
auspices 
of the 
University of 
Michigan school of graduate medi­ 
cine, the Detroit college of Medi­ 
cine and surgery and tho Michi­ 
gan State Medical Society. 
Courses will he 
offered in De­ 
troit, May 27 to June 22. at Re­ 
ceiving. Herman Kiefer and Chil­ 
dren’s hospitals, and will Include 
a brief but. intensive survey of 
recent developments in medicine 
and surgery. 
Dr. 
James 
D. 
Bruce, head of the department of 
pos’graduate medicine of the uni­ 
versity is In general charge of the 
curriculum, which is 
considered 
the most ambitious ever attem pt­ 
ed in this state. 
In making announcement of the 
courses Dr. Bruce said that ad­ 
vance 
enrollment 
indicate 
the 
courses 
will draw 
practitioners 
about equally from rural districts 
and cities. 
“ Both 
classes apparently 
are 


convinced of tile need for period 
leady renewing 
their 
contacts 
with medical education,” he de­ 
clared. 
“ So rapidly 
is 
the art 
and 
science 
of medicine 
advancing 
that it no longer is possible to 
keep abreast of the times solely 
through the medium of scientific 
Journals. 
In fact, it may he Hah! 
that failure to inform himself or 
medical progress at least once in 
three years may render the phy­ 
sician liable to the charge of being 
old-fashioned . 
"The courses this year are de­ 
signed also with the view of sup­ 
plementing or amplifying many of 
the subjects 
collateral 
to medi­ 
cine which 
are included 
in the 
undergraduate program hut which 
are hastily touched upon and rare­ 
ly followed to completion. 
After 
a few years the 
physician often 
Ands an imperative need for pur­ 
suing such studies to a more sat­ 
isfactory cotifVislon.

Happy people are so 
adjusted to life, they Just live. We 
have to seek something to 
con­ 
vince ourselves that we am ount 
to something. 
We have to s u r ­ 
mount 
obstacles 
oth erwise 
we 
don't believe in ourselves." 
Mr. Hergesheimeiv has put his 
finger on one of the oldest con­ 
flicts in the world —the conflict 
between man's desire to find hap­ 
piness and his desire to amount 
to something. • The two do not 
often go together. 
Accomplish­ 
ment ordinarily springs from dis­ 
content. w heth er we like to a d ­ 
mit as much or not. 
It is not without significance 
that most of o u r great leaders in 
politics, industry and 
commerce 
began life as poor boys. 
Run over a list of th e names of 
our great 
m en— Ford. 
Hoover, 
Edison. Rockefeller, for instance. 
Would any one 
of 
them 
have 
reached his present high position 
if sharp, bitter circumstances had 
n o t compelled him to go without 
his playtime, as a boy. and dig in 
lo amount to something? 
To be sure, there are exceptions 
to the rule— but they aren’t very 
common. 
F o r the old proverb, 
after all. Is right; genius is one 
per cent inspiration and 99 per 
cent perspiration. 
And the man 
■who ie willing to work his head 
off to get what he wants is us­ 
ually th e man who was compelled 
to do that trom his early youth. 
Unfortunately for our dreams 
of universal happiness, it is dis­ 
content that makes 
the 
world 
move forward.

true ainee th e cave man, miser­ 
able and hungry because he wan 
too slow-footed to catch game, in­ 
vented a bow and arrow so that 
he could kill it from a distances 
and it always will be true, down 
to th e day when we shall

Most of us, of course, will con­ 
tinue to try to give our children 
happiness aud let them take their 
chances on accomplishment.

while we're doing it, we might as 
well admit thut some poor young­ 
sters from un o rphan asylum may 
outdistance them in the race for 
success.

A man may have 
a 
receding 
chin— popularly supposed to be a 
sign of weakness— due to a great 
many different causes. 
In the first place, the centers 
of ossification 
from 
which 
the 
bones of the body are developed 
may be interfered with in some 
manner due to 
intoxication 
by 
poisons or by other methods so 
that the bone of the lower Jow 
does not develop. 
In other 
in­ 
stances, 
malformations 
of 
the 
body of the mother may inter­ 
fere with proper development of 
various portions of the body of 
the infant. 
In still other cases, the infant 
may assume such a position pre­ 
vious to birth that pressure on its 
tissuos will prevent their growth. 
Obviously, the Infant is in no way 
responsible for 
such 
disorders 
and those things cannot ordinar­ 
ily have any effect upon its men­ 
tality previous to 
birth. 
'How­ 
ever, the idea 
that 
a 
receding 
chin is a sign of weakness is well 
grounded in centuries of 
super­ 
stitions and beliefs. 
1 
There is an old aphorism that 
if a person believes a thing hard 
enough that thing 
will 
become 
true. 
It is likely that the ages of 
belief in this notion produce in 
the attitude of parents, of friends 
and of neighbors toward the in­ 
fant with a receding chin a form 
of relationship which causes the 
child himself sooner or later to 
adopt their point of view. 
However, there are 
innum er­ 
able instances recorded in which 
persons with receding chins have 
been strong enough 
metally 
to 
overcome such an attitude and to 
develop eventually the 
belief 
of 
others in their pawers. 
So fixed 
is the notion bhat many a man 
has been forced to cultivate and 
wear constantly .1 beard in order 
to hide from the world tho ab­ 
sence of a prominent chin. 
A forward projecting chin, on 
the contrary, is regularly believed 
to indicate pugnaciousness and a 


truculent spirit. 
The anthropoid 
apes and savages 
of 
Ethiopian 
types have prognathic or forward 
projecting lower jaws. 
The ani­ 
mal about to give battle usually 
pushes forward 
tho 
prominent 
jaw. 
No doubt, tho idea that a re ­ 
ceding 
chin 
meant 
weakness 
arose by contrast with the batt­ 
ling character assumed to bo as­ 
sociated with the chin th at pro­ 
truded forward. 
Just as a considerable number 
of men with weak chins have had 
strength and tho mental power to 
make other people believe it,' so 
also many a man with a project­ 
ing chin has been able to Impress 
upon the world a strength that 
he did not actually possess. 
The 
world is far too prone to Judge 
by appearances.

Dyna­ 
mite was little used, mostly be­ 
cause It was considered too dan­ 
gerous. 
Trees of an enormous size were 
removed by the roots, which was 
a hard and tiresome task. 
The 
hours of labor were without lim­ 
it, the men at some camps being 
required to walk a 
distance 
of 
seven miles to be on the Job at 
daylight. 
They 
worked 
until 
dark, reaching camp for supper 
at a late hour. 
While

logs, teamsters were fortunate to 
reach the camp at 7 o’clock, while 
sometimes they would be out half 
the night.

Mr. Fitz­

house on the lot where he later 
took his br'de whom he married in 
Marquette in 1S68. 
The family re­ 
sided there for a number of years 
and later moved to North Twelfth 
street, then called Jennie street. 
The little house was moved away 
and a store building erected on the 
corner. 
In 
1875. 
E. C. W ickett 
opened a feed store in the building 
and a year alter built the barn in 
the rear where he kept a large 
stock of hay and feed. 
Those were 
the days when farmers and livery 
stables were good customers a t the 
local store. 
After the death of Mr. W ickett, 
his son, the late William W ickett, 
conducted the feed store for a num ­ 
ber of years and after his death, 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick repaired the build­ 
ing and is is now 
occupied 
by 
Pepin’s vulcanizing shop. 
The old building was used for 
wears by S. M. Johnson, local ice 
dealer, who stored sleighs and ice 
equipment in it during the summ er 
and wagons in the winter. 
The back part of the lot will be 
filled with cinders and a lattice 
fence placed around it and will 
make an ideal display ground for 
used cars for th e Brackett Chevro­ 
le t company 
who 
will use 
the 
epa ce. 
The old building has been a fire 
hazard for years and the owner 
1s assisting to beautify the city by 
tearing it down. 
Many other old 
structures could be razed in the 
same manner and the space which 
they now occupy could be altered 
to make the city more attractive.
